As part of the activity of our Transportation Research 
Institute, which :La now being organised as an extension of 
the work in autowitive safety undertaken by Dr. Thomas Manos, 
Associate Professor of Mechanical Engineering who will direct 
the Institute, we are planning extensive research in the area 
of refining and evaluating improved methods for protecting truck 
and automobile occupants at the tlma of serious impact.
